Vermont Yankee decommissioning bill: unnecessary, harmful 

Once again, a bill about decommissiOTiing the Vermont Yankee nuclear power plant is 
being considered in Montpelia’. If passed, it would likely result In the plant's near-twm 
closure and dramatically hike electricity rates. Vermonters currently enjoy the lowest 
electricity rates in New England. 

Full plant decommissicffiing will cost an estimated $930 milliot and will take several 
decades to complete, particularly as there is no federal repository now for used nuclear 
fuel. As directed by the U S. Nuclear Regulatory Commission (NRCj. funds for 
decommissioning are held in trust. 

The Vermont Yankee fund, now worUt about $350 million, is down frcxn an all-time high last year, due to the 
financial markets’ decline. Rep. Tony Klein, chair of the House Natural Resources and Energy Committee, 
wants plant owner Entergy to deposit $459 million, with the first 25 percent Installment due January 1 , 201 1 . 

This bill is unnecessary. The NRC mohitors decommissioning funds and can demand that mcfe money be 
deposited into the fund as necessary. And, the NRC has done its job well. Not once have norvovwiers of 
nuclear power plants been left paying the bill for decommissioning. 

Vermont ratepayers are also specifically "off the hook" fcr additional decommissioning monies. When 
Entergy bought Vermont Yankee in 2002, the Vermont Public Service Board (PSB) approved an agreemett 
that Vermcffiters would have no additional decommissioning liab'lity, stating "increases in the contributions 
needed to ensure decommissioning upon shutdown will not be passed on to Vermont consumers. " 

If the plant closes In 2012, the operator’s license permits it to be placed in SAFSTOR: not cperating, and 
awaiting dismantling until decommissioning funds appreciate. Legally-binding direction will guide the 
decommissioning process If the plant closes in 2012. 

This bill Is harmful for several reasons. It will in all likdihood cause Vermont Yankee, which provides a third of 
the state's electricity, to close as few companies can make such enormous near-term payments. Vermont 
ratepayers will be forced to pay more fw electricity. Forcing Entergy to add hundreds of millions of dollars to 
the decommissioning fund is like telling a good employee, "either fully fund your retirement 401 K now, or 
retire." This employee will probably look for work elsev\here, 

It also sends terrible messages to job creators about how the State of Vermont conducts business. Those 
messages Include: our electricity suRDly is not rdiabe, it will cost a lot more, and we do not mind imposing 
higher costs businesses or putting them out of business. 

It is one thing for the State of Vermont to try to get the best deal it cah for Vermont ratepayers. It is another 
to vibate an agreement, risk raising electricity rates, and jeopardize the plant's 650 good paying jb3s. 

Concerned Vermonters should urge their legislators to oppose the decommissiwiing bill, and support 
relicensing of Vermont Yankee.
